JEWISH IMMIGRATION ONLY BY ARRANGEMENT 
WITH ARABS 


Severe Blow to Jewish Hopes 


The following statement was made in the House 
of Commons on Tuesday by Mr. Ernest Bevin. the 
Forcien Secretary: 

| Hes Majesty s Government have been giving 
serious and continuous attention to the whole 
problem of the Jewish community that has arisen 
as a result of Nazi persecution in Germany, and 
the conditions arising therefrom. 


? It is wnfortunately true that until conditions 
in Europe become stable the future of a large num- 
ber of persons of many races, who have sutlered 
under this persecution, cannot finally be determined 
The plieht of the victims of Nazi. persecution, 
among whom were a large number of Jews, is un- 
precedented in. the hrstory. of the world. - His 
Maresty’s Government are taking every step open 
to them to try to improve the lot of these un- 
foriunate people. The Jewish problem is a great 
human one. We cannot accept the view that the 
Jews should be driven out of Europe and should 
not be permitted to hve again in these countries 
without discrimination and contribute’ their ability 
and talent towards rebuilding the. prosperity ol 
kurope. Even after we have. done all. we can in 
this respect, mt does not provide a solution of the 
whole. problem.

Racial Friction 

lack of any. clear defyuition of this dual 
obligation has been the main cause of the trouble 
which has been experienced in Palestine during -the 
past 26 years. His Majesty's Government have 
made every effort to devise some arrangement which 


would enable Arabs and Jews to hve together m 
peace and -to co-operate for the welfare of the 
country, but all such efforts have been unavailing 
Any arrangement acceptable to one party has been 
rejected as unacceptable to the other. he whole 
history of Palestine since the Mandate was granted 
has been one of continued friction between the two 
culminating. at intervals serious 
cisturbances. 

&. The fact has to be faced that since the intro- 
duction of the Mandate it has been impossible to 
ind common. ground between the Arabs and the 
Jews... The differences in religion and in language 
in cultural and social life, in ways of thought and 
conduct, are difficul’ to reconcile. On the other 
hand, both communities Jay claim to Palestine, 
one on the ground of a millennium of occupation 
and the other on the ground of historic association, 
coupled. with the undertaking given im the’ first 
World War to establish a Jewish Home. The task 
thi it has to be accomplished now is to find means to 
recSncile these divergences. 

7. The repercussions of the conflict have spread 
tar beyond the small land in which it has artsen 
lhe Zionist cause has strong supporters in the 
United States, in Great Britain, in the Domimons, 
and elsewhere: civilisation has. been appatied by 
the sufferings which have been inflicted tn recent 
years on the persecuted Jews of Europe. On the 
other side of the picture, the cause of the Palestinian 
Arabs has been espoused by the whole Arab world 


and more lately has become a “matter of keen 
interest to. their ninety million coreligionists ‘in 
India. In Palestine itself, there is always serious 


risk of disturbances on the part of one community 
or the other. and such disturbances are bound to 
hind their reflection in a much wider field. Con-

siderations not ohflv of equity and of humanity but

THE OPERATIVE CLAUSES 


15S. So far as Palestine is concerned. it wi 
clear that His Majesty's Government ca 
themselves of their duties and responsibilities under 
the Mandate — the Mandate continues. They 
propose, im accordance with their pledges, 
with the question in three stages. a 

(i) They with a view to 
an arrangement which will ensure that, pendi 
the receipt of the ad interim rec 
which the Committee of Inquiry will make in the 
matter, there is no interruption of Jewish immi- 
gration at the present monthly rate.

_ 16, The House will realise that we have inherited. 
in Palestine, a most difficult legacy and our task 
is greatly complicated by undertakings, given at 
various times fo various parties, which we feel 
ourselves bound to honour. Any violent departure 
without adequate consultation would not only

17. His Majesty’s Government are satisfied chat 
the aurse which they propose to pursue in. the 
immediate future is- not only that. which is in 
accordance with their obligations but is also. that 
which, in the long view, is in the best interests of 
both parties. It will in no way prejudice either 
the action to be taken on the recommendations of 
the Committee of Inquiry or the terms of the 
Trusteeship Agreemtnt, which will supersede the 
existing Mandate, and will therefore control 
ultimate policy in regard to Palestine. 

No Settlement by Force 

18. His Majesty's Government in’ making this 
new. approach wish to make it clear that the 
Palestme probiem is not one which can be settled 
by force and that any attempt to do so by any 
party will be resolutely deakt with. It must be 
seitied by discussion. and conciliation and there 
can be no. question of allowing an issue to be 
forced by violent conflict. 

19. We have confidence that if this problem is 
approached in the right spirit by the Arabs and Jews 
not only will a solution be found to the Palestine 
question, just to. both parties, but a great contri- 
bution will be made to stability and peace in the 
Middle East. 

20. Finally, the initiative taken by His Majesty's 
Government and the agreement of the United States 
Government to co-opefate in dealing with the 
whole problem created by Nazi aggression, is a 
significant sign of their determination to deal with 
the problem in a constructive way and a humani- 
(arian. spirit. But | ‘must emphasise that the 
problem, is not one which can be dealt with only 
in relation to Palestine: it will need a united 
effort by the Powers to relieve the miseries of 
these suffering peoples, 

21. 1 would. add: in conclusion that throughout 
there has been the closest consultation between 
my Right Honourable Friend the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies: and myself in this matter, 
which concerns him since the mandatory status of 
Palestine brings that terruory within the responsi- 
bility of the Colonial Office, but which is also of 
deep concern to me since the problem ts clearly 
an. international. problem, It is the intention. of 
His Majesty's Government that the problem shall 
continue to be handled in close collaboration 
between our two Departments in order that. the 
particular question of Palestine and the wide: 
international issues which are involved may be

Home Secretary’s Statement 


The Home. Secretary, replying to Miss Alice 
Bacon (Lab.. N.E. Leeds), in. the House: of Com- 
mons On Tuesday. annouriced that iistructions will 
be sent to. Passport Control Officers that when a 
person in distressed circumstances on the Continent 
has an offer from a relative in the Unned Kingdom 
ot maintenance and accommodation in his home 
a visa may. be granted (subject to considerations 
of public health and character) if the applicant falls 
into one of the following categories: (1) the wife 
of a man who is in the United Kingdom and any 
of his children under 21. If the result of bringing 
the wife and any children under 2! to the United 
Kingdom would be to leave alone and in distressed 
circumstances one daughter over 21 who 1s un- 
married or widowed and without children, she also 
may be allowed to come; (2) the husband of a 
woman who is in the United Kingdom, if he is 
incapacitated, infirm, or too old to support his 
wife abroad; (3) females under 21 with their child- 
ren, if any, and males under 18, who have no rela- 
fives to look after them abroad but have a relative 
in the United Kingdom able and willing to take 
them into his. household; (4) the mother or grand- 
mother cf a person in the United Kingdom if she 
is widowed and in need of filial care; (5) the father 
or grandfather of a person in the United Kingdom 
if widowed and in need of special care owing to 
age or infirmity. (6) Where both man and wife 
are living together abroad, such couples may be 
admitted if because of age or infirmity, or other 
special circumstances, they are unable to look after 
and support one another, and are offered hospitality 
by a child or grandchild in this country.

PRESS CONFERENCE 


Mr. Bevin s Own Words 
LABOUR PARTY PLEDGE 
“The Enthusiasm of a Conference ” 


After making his statement m the Houseon Pales- 
tine, Mr. Bevin went straight to the Foreign Office 
where he gave a conference to a very large:y attended 
gathering of journalists (writes a representative 
of THe Jewrsu CHronicie). The Government, he 
said, had come to the conclusion that the issue was 
not merely one of Palestine but a very serious inter- 
national issue and they were very anxious that the 
world would take it extremely seriously. Racially, 
it was a very difficult thing He hoped that every 
diplomatic correspondent had read both the Koran 
and the Bible. because one could not understand 
this problem unless one had, and one could not 
see what were the fundamental difficulties there were 
between these two peoples who were first cousins 
He supposed it was far more difficult to settle the 
problem of relations than « was the problem of 
the people in the next street (laughter). 

“ But. for good or ill, we did undertake to estab- 


lish @ Jewish National Home,” declared the Foreign — 


Secretary. “ But I have looked at all the papers 
that went through the Government of the time and 
found that we never undertook to establish a 
Jewish State But we did undertake to establish 
a Jewish Home. and this we must. fulfil. 

“ | do not think that this is beyond possibility if 
we handle the thing properly. 

“It has been accentuated of course by the terrific 
sufferings that have gone on in FPurope during the 
last fifteen years ~ 


A New Job for the Jews ! 
Up to that time they were getting about 5,000 


to 6,000 Jewish immigrants a year mto Palestine. 
When they got the terrific persecution of the Nazi 


regime, they could quite understand the frighiful 


desire Lo get. to a haven of refuge. 

“On the other hand,” he went on, “ the British 
Government, whatever the United States might feel, 
cannot reconcile itself to the position that the Jews, 


‘with their great genius and ability both im all the 


realms of their production and science, should be 
excluded from Europe. 

“ We believe that when Europe settles down—it 
will probably take a couple of years—it will be 
found that many Jews might become the best con- 
tributors to a reconstructed Europe that we can 
possibly find. 

“ Probably we would not have won this war-—-I 
would make this point very seriously—that one of 
the greatest assets in this war in scientific. technical 
development, was when Hitler had made the mistake 
of driving the Jews out gf Europe. If he had 
that great capacity at his dis 1 we or the United 
States might not have survived. He burnt them, 
killed them. destroyed them, and persecuted them, 
and destroyed one of the best brains he had in the 
German Reich 

Mr. Bevin beeged Jews to remember that there 
might be the danger of an anti-Semitic reaction 
if they tried “to get too much to the head of the 
queue.” and said that he was very anxious that the 
Jews in Europe shall not over-emphasise their racial 
positon. Those of them who. had read his state- 
ment m the House that day would recognise that its 
keynote was that he wanted a suppression of racial 


wartare 


Unilateral 


He had looked up all the papers about this sub- 
ject. A lot of it took place between the Rothschilds 
and Lord Balfour and a number of other people. 
But he thought that one of the tragedies of the 
whole Balfour Declaration was that it was unilateral. 
He believed that im the last war, if the British and 
American Governments who were so anxious about 
this, had taken the precaution to really settling 
with the Arabs before a unilateral declaration, they 
might have avoided an-enormous fot of this trouble. 
But when powerful countries came out, assuming 
that no one else had got any rights, and ma‘ 
unilateral declarations, it led them into a morass of 
difficulties which he had had to face as Foreign 
Secretary im trying to straighten this thing out. He 
had tried in this arrangement with the United States 
to leave the unilateral question behind, to leave it 
as if it had never been made, to bring the Arabs 
and the Jews. he hoped, into the conference. And 
here let him say that the Arabs were a great people. 
They were not ungenerous. He knew no one who— 
if one did not make it to be assumed that the 
whole solution of European Jewry rested on the 
Arabs in Palestine but that one was re to take 
a broad view of the problem—were willing to be 
more generous, almost altruistic in the solution of 
this problem than the Arabs whom had con- 
sulted in these last difficult twelve weeks. There- 
fore, any attempt to ride rough-shod over their 
opinions was, he thought, a profound mistake. That 
was why he had appealed in the House of Commons 
that afternoon to tramp down al] racial prejudice. 
After all,.these peonoles were closely related. Their 
rehgion was different. But 


Mr. Bevin said he wanted to draw a distinction 
between Zionism, which was a concentrated force 
to achieve a definite obiective, and the desire of the 
Jews for a national home. 

The thing, he went on, had reached such a point 
politically that there had never been a time in the 
history of India when the Moslems had taken so 
much interest in this question as they did now. 

He wanted the press to help him. He believed 
that if the line in their papers were no racial dis- 
crimination in Europe; no racial prejudice in 
Palestine—if tl could hold down this religious 
and racial prejudice between all the peoples, then 
he had got the greatest chance of his life to settle 


one of the most vexeg problems that had troubled 
humanity for a long time. 

The great task be had was ultimately to teach 
the people of the world and particularly the British 
people that ali they learned im the Sunday schools 
about Mohammedans, Moslems, and Hindus was 
not quite true “ That would be a terrible shock, 
especially in Scotland, Wales, and places like that.” 
(laughter.) He had said in the House of Commons 
“ For God's sake do not raise this racial prejudice 
any more; keep it down.” There were after all 
600,000,000 people from India in the Middle East, 
Egym and right through the Mediterranean, 
and his one great dream was to give them demo- 
cratic freedom He hoped he would be long 
enough in office w do it. The only thing that’ 
would ever stop him. was religious and racial 
prejudice. He staked his- political fortune on 
solving the Palestine problem. That was rather a 
risk to take. Because he believed in his heart that 
if he mastered Palestine and the Arabs [and Jews? 
in living in unison he would create such a pre- 
cedent that he would democratic freedom 
from the Eastern Mediterranean right through to 
the East including India. And this was his dream. 
Well, he might succeed; he might fail. The great 
thing was to keep down racial prejudice. It was 
the most potemt thing that any agitator could set 
a spark to at any one moment. 

He was convinced that whatever the machine 
was, whatever the constitution or design, no United 


‘Nations was ever going to rest on Governments. 


It had got to rest on the people. 
Carried Away by Enthusiasm ! 


At question time [ asked Mr, Bevin what were 
the sufficient reasons which had led the Govern- 
ment to come to a decision at such variance with 
the pledges of the Labour Party which were en- 
dorsed by the leaders of the Labour Party who 
were then Ministers of the Crown only a few 
months ago? 

“ Where have we deviated?" asked Mr. Bevin. 

I pointed out that at these various Labour Party 
conferences resohitions had been definite!y adopted 
for my establishment of a Jewish State or Common- 
wealth. 


“There is mot one resolotion carried by the 
Labour Party that I kmow of that promised a 
Jewish State,” he replied. 

“If ever it was done,” said Mr. Bevin, “ it was 
dome in the enthusiasm of a Labour Party Con- 
ference.” He added: 

“ We have never departed trom tne ica of a 
Jewish National Home,” he added But he did 
not remember the other words ever being used. 

He did not know, he said, replying to another 


question, how the final constitution of Palestine - 


might work out and. therefore, he would not pre- 
judice the Commission But he had séen three or 
four ways This was only his personal opinion. 
One was a Palestinian State in which Jews and 
Arabs might be on the same cantonal basis as 
Switzerland or it might be on a communal basis, 
but which in totality remained a Palestinian State. 
And the question arose should the Palestinian 
Siate be in an Aran Federation? He did not know. 
It would be fatal, for imsiance, if they had any- 
thing in Palestine which would cause Syria to be 
in opposition and which would lead to a boycott, 
and the waters of the Jordan were [rightfully 
important, werent they? 

kk would alter, he said, tn reply to another 
question, the immigration considerably if the Negev 
could be developed. lt was now producing nothing 


1,500 a Month 


i asked Mr. Bevin how many Jews would be 
able td go to Palestine in the interim? 

About 1,500 a month, he replied. 

With regard to violence, he said that the thing 
for everybody to do was to get the guns home, 
give’ them up o: pul them away. If either Jews 
or Arabs attempted to force them to do a thing, 
they would be stubborn and would resist, becaus 
they would not submit to aggression anywhere. 
But if they did that, i would not prejudice their 
claims. | 

Would the Commission meet the 
Moslem opinion? 

Certainly, replied Mr. Bevin. The object of 
this Commission; he said, was that there should .be 
proper consultations—-his one dream in this life 
was that instead of 1939 when Jews and Arabs 
were in separate rooms, they might be lucky 
enough to get them in one room 

Suppose, was one of the oiher questions, it was 
found that the Jordan Valley could hold a very 
large number of immigrants, was it his idea that 
a Jewish majority should be allowed to be formed 
in that way or would the political absorptive 
capacity then come into question? 

“1 think both would be taken into account,” 
he replied. 

Had the views of the Dominions been obtained? 

“No, I don't think so,” said Mr. Bevin. They 
had been kept’ informed all the time of this develop- 
ment. But I have not asked them to acquiesce.” 

It was a mandated authority and they had to 
act within the limits of the Mandate. 3 

“ This is one of the mos; thorny jobs I have ever 
tackled.” he said 


PRES. TRUMAN ANNOUNCES THE 
| JOINT COMMITTEE 


President Truman on Tuesday issued a formal 
statement in Washington announcing the esiablish- 
ment of a Joimt Anglo-American Commitiee of 
Inquiry to study the whole question of Jewish 
immigration into Palestine and other means of help- 
ing the dewish population of Europe. He said he 
had agreed to the British suggestion of this com- 
mittee in the belief tnat it would be of aid im find- 
ing a solution that would be both humane and just. 

Making public the text of his letter to Mr. 
Attlee, suggesting the admittance of 100.000 Jews 
to Palestine, the President mentioned ‘a previous 
discussion held on the subject at the Potsdam Con- 
ference. “ The American people as a whole,” he 
had said, “firmly believe that immigration into 
Palestine should not be closed and that a reasonable 
number of Europe's persecuted Jews. should, in 
ncoeeganen with their wishes, be permitted to resettle 
there.”

“ (3) The only solution for the twin problems of 
the Jewish people and Palestine is the re-establixh- 
ment of the Jewish State. 

“ (4) We are always ready, to co-operate with the 
Arabs of Palestine in the developm.nt of the country 
for the benefit of all its mbabitants, and are con- 
vinced that the Jewish State will make for the 
prosperity and stability of the whole Middle East.” 


N.Z.0. Statement 


The New Zionist Organisation in London has 
issued a statement: declaring that Mr. Bevin’'s 
ment is unacceptable to the Jewish people and 
represents only a perpetuation of the breach of 
Britain's Mandatory obligauons.

Yishuv’s Protest 


Jewish and Arab leaders. in equal numbers, in 
Palesune were asked to call at Government House 
in Jerusaiem on [Tuesday afternoon. where they 
were received by Mr J V W_ Shaw. the Officer 
Administering the Government.

DISTURBANCE IN TEL-AVIV 


| mass demonstration in Tel-Aviv led to a 
disturbance during which British troops fired on the 
crowds, ‘two youths dying of their wounds. A 
torchhght procession was being held and shouts of 
“ Down with the White Paper Government!” were 
heard. Youths — the torches flung them into 
the Government offices in Allenby Road. The 
offices, which included the Post Office, the income 
tax Office, and the Light Industnes Office, were sct 
on tre, doors and windows were battered in. and 
records were destroyed. The fire engines were :pre- 
vented by the crowds from getting near and the 
police were forced back. 

Heavy shooting was then heard; troops of the 
Sixth Airborne Division had. been rushed up and 
had opened fire, not above the heads of the crowd. 
but into them, low. Two youths, as stated above, 
were killed—Aryeh Basdomsky (21) and Ychoshua 
Friedman (18)}—and, ten other persons, mostly aged 
between IS and 20, were.wounded. It is estimated 
that in the scuffles about fifty in the crowd were 
hurt, while 26 Jewish policemen and five British 
soldiers were injured by sticks or stones.

Mr. Yehoshua Chankin, who died on Sunday in 
Tel-Aviv, at the age of 81, was known as an out-

THE PROBLEM OF D.P.s 
An Appeal to Anglo-Jewry 


From Professor 8S, BRODETSKY 
(President of the Deputies) 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Those who, tke myself, have recently 
visited Germany and seen the situation of our sur- 
viving brethren there, came back with deep and 
mingied emotions. We fcit pride in the fortiude 
and courage of those who had sutiered indescrib- 
able agonies and who were still able to hold their 
heads high and to face the future wih resolute 
hearts, but when taken off their guard the faces 
of these survivors reflected the nightmare memorics 
which they were trying so bravely to forget. 

The great Majority of these survivors wish to g0 to 
Palcstinc, bul circumstances are such that many will have 
to remain in Germany during the coming winter. The 
fundamental responsibility for deahne with the Jewish and 
with all other displaced persons rests on the Military 
Governments, Unrra and omber Government and intecr- 
national authorntics 

These authorities hase to satisfy eeneral requirements, 
but the Jewish displaced persons have certain other needs 
which myst be met hor six years they have undergone 
the horrors and rigours of concentration camps. They had 
not the “ advantages of other displaced persons, whose 
sufferings we do not wunder-cstimatc, but who in fact 
received beticr food and beticr treatmeni The Jewish 
survivors require the extra human touch and that addi- 
tional help which makes all the difference between bare 
normality, and for this 
they must look to their brethren in the lands of victory. 

The help that has so far been given is far from adequate. 
No one belitties he hardsiups we have had to face in 
the waft years, or. the many calls, both official and private, 
upon our purses and general ccwurces, but there can be 
no comparison between our lives in Great Britain and what 
our brothers and sisters have had to undergo in Germany 
and other Nazi overrun countries. Generosity is not 
cnough, we must take every possible stcp to afford them 
help in every way by finding mcans to supply them with 
such food as we cah, clothing, rcadme maticr, and in every 
direction that wilh help ‘hem to return to the life. they 
have lost

Ashkenazi Synagogue Sacked 


[From our Correspondent—Cairo] 


The sacking of the Ashkenazi Synagogue in 
Cairo during the disgracefal riots which marked 
the anniversary of the Balfour Declaration in the 
Egyptian capital was not the least of the crimes 
committed by the loot-crazed mob of Arabs. 

They broke into the 70-year-old Synagogue, 
smashed all the windows, furniture, and fittings, 
stole all the silver ornaments, tore to shreds t 
archives and communal records, recognised as a 
model of classification, filched used clothing to 
the value of £500 that had been collected for 
destitute, displaced persons in Italy, and even tried 
to steal the Synagogue safe. 

Worst of all was the desecration of the Holy 
Ark. Twenty-two of the 27 Sifrei Torah belonging 
to the community were hurled to the floor, trampled 
on, and then thrown into the street together with 
prayer-books, which were all set on fire.. 

The remaining five Sifrei Torah were taken by 
Arab hooligans with an eye to the main chance 
and sold to Jews for a. pound apiece. Three 
Parochets were also retrieved at a cost of £2 each.

King’s Regret 


In the audience which the Chief Rabbi had with 
King Farouk, the King expressed his deep reg.et 
at the riots. On behalf of the Jewish community, 
the Chiet Rabbi submitted a memorandum in which 
it was declared that ** the events have proved that 
our fears were true. From the incidents which took 
place it is possible to see a criminal hand acting 
secretly and feeding the anti-Jewish movement. The . 
authors of these crimes hoped they would end with 
tragedies reminiscent of the deeds of the Nazi 
criminals.”’ 

The Chief Rabbi and representatives of the Jewish 
community received the Governor of Cairo who 
officially expressed his profound regret and stated 
that all precautions had been taken to prevent such 
incidents from happening again. He expressed the 
wish of the Government to rebuild the destroyed 
Synagogue in Cairo at Government expense. 

Dr. J. H. Hertz, Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, has sent the following telegram to Chief 
Rabbi Nahum, of Cairo:

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ADMIT D.P.s TO PALESTINE 
Morgenthau’s Moving Plea 


The immediate admission of at least 100.000 
Stateless European Jews to Palestine and the placing 
of the whole question of the future of Palestine 
under the auspices of the United Nations Organisa- 
tion, were urged last week by Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
former Secretary of the U.S Treasury, in an address 
to 1,300 people at the Hotel Astor, New York. 
where he was the guest at a Bnai B'rith dinner 
organised as a tribute to his services to humanity 
and the war effort. 

“ A few months > a wave of horror swept the 
civilised world,” said Mr. Morgenthau, * Photo- 
graphs and moving pictures were released showing 
the manner in which Germany treated slave labour 
and persecuted prisoners. Everywhere men stood 
amazed, enraged, horrified. 

“Many of those emaciated, walking skelétons 
who roused our pity are still in Germany. 

“ They are dying by the hundreds. Before mid- 
winter, they will be dying by the thousands, unless 
our efforts on their behalf are multiplied many times 
over. . . . am informed that this death-rate 
among the displaced is so high that between now 
and this time to-morrow night, 50 of them will have 
died, And the next night, and the next. 

“In the cold-blooded language of diplomacy 
these people to-day are ‘displaced persons, and 
.are the subject of notes, memoranda. orders. and 
agreements, couched in the necessarily chilly prose 
of official documents. 

“* Displaced persons” is a pitifully inadequate 
hrase to describe this multitude of misery. They 
mave witnessed the murder of their kinsmen and 
friends. They have been beaten and starved... They 
have been driven mercilessly at forced labour. They 
have been penned up amid indescribable filth. . . .

They are the ones who have no homes and no 
countries to which they can return. They are the 
hopelessly lost human debris of war.

“It seems clear to me that this work is one of 
the prime responsibilities of the United Nations, 
We all fought to liberate these people, and we have 
a duty to them and to ourselves. This is nothing 
_fess than the re-establishment of the displaced people 
in the common task of building a decent world. . . 


“The remnants of Europe's Jews are small.

“ The total Jewish population of Eurepe outside

“ By the very nature of the Nazi, these 100,000 


German and Austrian Jews are the ones whose sutfer- 


ings stood out even among the general misery of- 


the displaced. Few of them have any homes to 
which they can return. And-yet they, like most of 
their comrades in despair, are singularly in need 
of aid that will go beyond the mere handing out of 
a few bits of clothing, a minimum relicf diet, and 
medical care. Spiritual and economic rehabilitation 
are equally essential. 

* I am convinced that there is only one solution 
for the homeless, stateless Jews-—the immediate 
admission of at least 100,000 to Palestine. For 
Palestine is. the one refuge where they could be 
assured of achieving at once the status of welcome 
and respected citizens, 

“ This solution is by no means a new thought. 
It is the one ardently. desired by a great many of 
the displaced Jews themselves, as all competent 
observers have noted. . Earl Harrison, in his report 
to the President. said : 


Palestine Only Decent Solution 


‘For some of the European Jews there is no. 


acceptable or decent solution for thew future other 
than Palestine.’ 

“ Harvey Gibson, of the American Red Cross, 
who made a tour of the displaced persons’ camps 
at General Eisenhower's invitation, says that 95 per 
cent of the Jewish refugees. in Europe want to 
emigrate to Palestine. 

‘This was the thought, too, behind President 
Truman's request to Prime Minister Atuee that 
100,000 Jews be admitted to, Palestine. I sincerely 
hope that President Truman will renew his request 
during Mr. Attlee’s visit to this country : 

“That was a thoroughly staicsmanlike and a 
thoroughly humanitarian appeal. It should be put 
into effect by applicdtion of an old and cherished 
American principle—the right of self-determination. 
The displaced Jews of Europe should have the right 
to decide whether they wish to remain as citizens 
of the countries in which they have lived or decide 
whether they want to go to Palestine. 

“ The 100.000. whose need is most urgent and 
who have expressed a desire to emigrate, should be 
admitted without delay. 


“ But the problem of the displaced Jew is not the 
sole concern of any single nation, nor of any small 
group of nations. It is the responsibility of all the 
peoples. who fought Fascisn? and won a new oppor- 
tunity for democracy.” Eee,

The original charge against the people arrested 
was one of “ disorderly conduct,” but after reading 
a copy of “ My Irrelevant Defence: Meditations 
Inside and Out on Jewish Ritual Murder” which 
was distributed at the meeting, Judge de Andrea 
amended the charge to the more serious one of 
“ unlawful assembly.” He found that the “ literature 
might have led to a breach of the peace.” 

The three prisoners were: Homer Maertz, former 
member of the Silver Shirt League, who was con- 
victed in Chicago in 1939 of smashing windows 
of Jewish-owned stores and was the author of an 
America First Party resolution last summer calling 
or the sterilisation and deportation of American 
Jews: Kurt Mertig, who was ordered out of New 
York by the Army Exclusion Board after America’s 
entry into the war, and was the organiser of a 
new Nazi front called the German-American 
Republican League, and also.a former employee of 
the Hamburg-Amerika Steamship Line: and Ernest 
F. Elmhurst, one of the 29 defendants in the 
Washington sedition trial.

Of .Vilna’s. pre-war Jewish population of 80,000 
only 4,000 remain, it is reported by Rabbr Isaac 
Azbanas. chairman of the local Jewish Religious 
Community. 

Practicaliy all those Jews who. were evacuated to 
the interior of the Soviet Union returned during the 
past year. Of the. Jews who were unable to flee 
in time, only five or six were found when the Red 
Army liberated Viina. 

Rabbi: Azbanas disclosed that. the revived Jewish 
Community has begun to repair, as far as possible, 
the destruction wrought by the Nazis. 

Only two of the 105 Synagogues in Vilna were

services, however, are now being held. Scribes are 
hard at work restoring Sifre Torah which were 
desecrated by the Germans. 

Railings have been placed round the mass graves 
of the thousands of Jews who were murdered dur- 
ing the occupation.

The Lithuanian Soviet Government, he stated, re- 
cently opened a home for Jewish orphans

with yellow Star of. David arm-bands for Jews, has 
been ordered by the Minister of the Interior, M.

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ANOTHER COMMISSION! 


IN answer to a question in Parliament this week Mr. Bevin, 
the Foreign Secretary, expressed the conviction that ~ Jewry 
as a whole is anxious to see a final solution ™ of its problem. 
He uttered an obvious truism. Heaven knows it has reason 
for such anxiety! Everything, however, depends on the 
nature of this solution and the measure in which it furthers 
the real object in view—the liquidation of the ancient and 
world-wide problem of the Jewish people which has endured 
2,000 years of hatred and persecution and intermittent 
slaughter. It is from this point of view that the Govern- 
ment’s Palestine statement has to be considered, and 
regarded in that light it must be confessed that it contains 
nothing new, records no definite commitment not already 
known, and, as a consequence, stirs no new or lively hopes. 
To describe it as a plan or policy for Palestine is surely 
a misdescription. It offers no plan, except a plan to set up 
a Commission to find a plan, and this for the time being 
carries us not a bit further. Jews can hardly help wearily 
sighing, “ What, another Commission?” How many Com- 
missions have gone out to Palestine to examine the situation 
there! Not one of them has achieved anything more than 
momentarily to relieve the Home Government of its obli- 
gation to frame a plan or policy of its own. | 
Much satisfaction is understandably expressed at Mr. 
BEVIN'’S announcement of the association of the United 
States with the proposed Commission. Such association is, 
of course, no new departure. As long ago as 1919, when 
the question arose of who was to be the Mandatory for 
Palestine and Syria, President Wilson pressed for the dis- 
patch of an inter-Allied Commission, and the Congress 
Resolution based on the Balfour Declaration is well Known. 
On the present occasion, Wilson’s successor has had better 
fortune, but it is of the first importance to realise that, what- 
ever we may all be wishing, there is no assurance from the 
White House—indeed there could not be—that the United 
States would do more than take part in a Commission.of 
Inquiry, certainly not that that country would also accept the 
responsibility of Co-operation in the carrying out of what- 
ever of its recommendations may be adopted. On the other 
hand, it seems generally to be conceded that opposition will 
be met in Congress. Until! American co-operation is 
nationally endorsed, therefore, it ts best not to throw our 
caps into the air. | 
On the question of Jewish immigration, the infamous 
White Paper—so roundly denounced by the Labour Party 
out of office—-which ordained that, after the exhaustion of 
a limited quota of certificates, no further Jewish. immigra- 
tion would be permitted without Arab. consent, 1s still to 
stand. This is explicitly stated. by the first of the operative 
clauses in Mr. Bevin’s document, which says that the Gov- 
ernment’s intention is to consult with the Arabs with a view 
fo. an-arrangement which will ensure that, pending the 
receipt of the ad interim recommendations which the Com- 
mittee will make in the .matter, there is no Interruption of 
Jewish immigration at the present. monthly rate (of 1,500). 
[he Government propose, “in accordance with their 
pledges,” says the Foreign Secretary, to deal with the Pales- 
tine question in three stages. Two of these are temporary. 
The first, regarding immigration, has just been referred 
to. In the second, after considering the interim recommenda- 
tions of the Committee, the Government “ will explore, with 
the parties concerned, the possibility of devising other tem- 
arrangements for dealing with the Palestine 
problem until a permanent solution of it can be reached.” 
Then, the third ‘stage will come along when the Govern- 
ment has made-up its mind to. a policy for submission to 
the United Nations—“1if possible,’ says Mr. Bevin, this 
policy is to be “an agreed one.” How long all these 
explorations and consultations will take is not estimated, 
but plainly even with exceptional expedition it will be a 
long,long while. And all this delay in the case of a country 
which for the past. nine months has been daily described 
by the British press correspondents as a bombshell about 
to explode at any moment! Either the Government's pro- 
cedure is taking frightful risks, or the attempt to alarm the 
British public has been greatly over-done. And meanwhile 
the British Government's Palestine policy remains very much 
in the air—where it mostly has been since the Mandate 
was conferred. 
ihis situation was certainly not envisaged by leading 
members of the present Government and their followers 
only a few months ago. 
trying to find the oft-canvassed views of Arabs and Jews. 
It was expounded by Mr, ATTLee (then Deputy Premier) 
and confirmed last May by Mr. Dalton (President of the 
Board of Trade), and reaffirmed by the whole Labour 
Party. And it was simple: Jewish immigration leading to 
a Jewish majority and ultimately to a Jewish State. Zionists 
and their sympathisers cannot be blamed if they stand 
bewildered before the volte face, performed with extra- 
ordinary aplomb, when one of these gentlemen has become 
Premier and the other Chancellor of the Exchequer. Nor 
can their astonishment be smaller when they read that the

Foreign Secretary coolly abstained from a single word of 
explanation on this score, even when challenged by Miss 
ELEANOR RATHBONE, while at his subsequent Press Confer- 
ence he airily waved these pledges aside as mere “conference 
enthusiasm.” This perhaps is the gravest feature of this 
latest political performance. For the only possible hope of 
safety in the world of atom bombs lies in mutual confidence 
between the nations, and that in its turn is entirely depen- 
dent upon the scrupulous observance of pledges and under- 
takings. If British statesmen have forgotten the funda- 
mentally sound British tradition of the sanctity of the 
plighted word, then in truth we are headed straighi for 
disaster. And let not the silly and the short-sighted comfort 
themselves with the belief that it is only a breach of faith 
between a political party and the feeble Jews. Good faith, 
like peace, is indivisible, and promises and undertakings 
which are only observed under compulsion or expediency 
ring the death knell to all hope that man may, before it is 
too late, match his scientific advancement with his moral 
progress—about which Mr. Attlee itt America has just been 


waxing so eloquent. 


. It is, in fact, precisely in its true world significance that 
Zionism has been most woefully misunderstood, as is plain 
from the Government's statement this week, quite apart 
from Mr. Bevin’s commentaries. Quite plainly the Gov- 
ernment regards Zionism, erroneously, as primarily a 
charitable movement designed to save the persecuted Jews 
of Europe, and, as Mr. Bevin seems to think, largely a mat- 
ter of one of the many headaches bequeathed to mankind 
by Hitler. Such a superficial attitude disregards the fact 
that modern Zionism—for Zionism in itself is as old as 
Pharaoh—was provoked very largely by the Dreyfus case 
in France, long before Hitler. Forgotien, too, are the mass- 
acres of Jews that occurred long before Dreyfus and Herz], 
in fact with sickening repetition ever since the Jewish people 
lost their National Home yet refused to die. It is the con- 
tinuing political cancer of Jewish ‘homelessness that Zionism 
is out to abolish, because it is*a curse to Jew and Gentile 
alike. Under it the helpless Jew becomes an object of 
contempt and the cause of political incitement, the 
inevitable scapegoat for every national ill. As the recent 
war has proved with devastating emphasis, tt .is the Jews 
who—most unwillingly and at the cost of untold Jewish 
suffering—are the means whereby the aggressor first enlists 
his supporters ‘and then white-ants his victims—".my most 
potent weapon” as Hitler accurately described anti- 
Semitism. Zionism proposes, by removing the homeless- 
ness of the Jewish people, to give it the dignity and 
influence of nationhood—those attributes- which have not 
been denied to the most primitive Arabs. With that com- 
plete change of status and the profound and inevitable 
changes which the process of “ normalisation * must bring, 
the danger of anti-Semitism will be rapidly diminished 
and one of the most potent factors in war will be greatly 
minimised if not altogether removed. No Zionist, and 
assuredly not Herzt himself, has ever looked on the 
Jewish national cause as a charitable movement, but as 
a world political movement towards the establishment of 
real world concord. Attempts to secure Jewish rights in 
other peoples” countries. by international law @nd national 
treaty engagements have proved futile, because anti- 
Semitism is ah individual and social disease and cannot 
be. cured in these ways—witness the utter failures of the 
minorities treaties. Only the renormalisation of Jews as 
a people like all other peoples, based upon a national 
home, can cut away the roots of the disease. Men of the 
mental calibre of Joseph Chamberlain; Arthur Balfour. 
Lloyd George, Smuts, and Churchill have fully understood 
this. But the approach reflected in the Government's latest 
move plainly shows that they have entirely failed to grasp 
this truth. They regard the Palestine problem and the 
Jewish problem as merely a matter of tidying up part of 
the mess that Hitler has left, on all fours with all the 
other problems the war has produced. The function of 
Statesmanship, however, is not so much to put straight 
the muddles of the past as to foresee the right steps to 
prevent wrongs and problems in the future, The function 
of Zionism is in fact much more to save the remaining 
Jews of Britain, America, South Africa, and elsewhere— 
both those who have their eyes open and those who have 
their heads buried ‘snugly in the sands—than to provide 
an asylum for the pitiable human wreckage of Hitlerism 
before General Winter can complete the slaughter. Anti- 
Semitism and the Jewish problem will not vanish even at 
the formidable menaces:of Mr. Bevin, however success- 
tul he may have been in other spheres of exorcism. 

it would be idle to pretend that the Government state- 
ment has not come as a severe blow to Jewish hopes, raised 
by the specific and unequivocal pledges of the Labour 
Party a few weeks ago. But for two thousand years we 
Jews have struggled along through “ blood and tears and 
sweat and toil” towards the goal of our ageless hope— 
Palestine and Jewish Statehood. We have suffered in the 
process disappointments, betrayals, injustice, torture, and 
wholesale slaughter, and though national degradation 
always brings forth its Vichyites and quislings, the wonder 
perhaps is that in the infinitely longer history of Jewish 
national misfortune our collaborationists and quislings 
have not been more. And so to-day, again our hopes are 
dashed—but we will struggle on. No nation was yet born, 
no nation yet survived, except through that capacity to 
face “blood and tears and sweat and toil” which Mr. 
Churchill invoked in Britain at its most critical hour, Jews 
wall not be daunted by mere temporary frustration—or 
they will not be worthy of their name. They wili use 
their courage, their enthusiasm, their patience, their 
wisdom, and their wits. And ultimately we know beyond 
doubt that however painful the sacrifice, however long the 
road, they will prove themselves worthy of that national 
redemption which the Lord has surely promised us.

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE CRISIS 


THE requisitioned meeting of the United Synagogue Counc 
called to consider a resolution of no confidence in the Pyrex. 
dent and his colleague ended unsatisfactorily. No attempt 
was made by the President to answer the detailed faci. and 
arguments, Sir Robert riding off on the threadbare excuse 
that to do so would not be in the interests of the Comm ypjy, 
Nor, in the light of events over the past few years. can iste 
asseverations of consideration for the Chief Rabbinate pe 
received without some ironical hilarity. In the end the question 
at issue was side-tracked for the moment by an amendmen 
to adjourn the discussion in order that an attempt mich; 
made to find an accommodation between the two partics. a 
amendment which looked suspiciously like a piece of shrewd 
tactics on the part of Hon. Officers fighting desperately to 
cling on to their offices, but which one can only hope 
genuinely dictated by a desire for peace. It was carried 
however, by 107 (including. the votes of eight Honorary 
Officers) against 86—a very narrow majority indeed. rhe 
debate thus stands adjourned. In any case the vVotine cap 
hardly represent the true attitude of the majority to the main 
question. After a tiresome debate extending over three hours 
or more, soine Of those who supported the “no confidence ” 
resMution may well have grasped the opportunity for a res. 
or perhaps, with understandable weakness, have welcomed jhe 
postponement of an immediate decision. But even as it stands.

JEWISH PALESTINE HELPS 
BRITISH SECURITY 


Prof. Brodetsky’s Manchester 
Speech 


Professor Selig Brodetsky spoke at the Cheetham 
Public Hall on Sunday on the present situation of 
Palestine at a meeting organised by the Zionist 
Central Council of Manchester and District. 

P 1. Wigoder presided. 

He wondered, said Professor Brodctsky, if the 
forces at present m Palestine were there to see that 
the Jews behaved themsecives. He asseried that the 
Jewish population was the support of Great Britain 
in the Middle East during the war. “ The more 
Jews there are in Palestine the more secure will be 
the position of this country.’ 

He thought that there’ was a tendency to mis- 
micrpret the situation at the moment. 
“a hundred thousaad “ had become a holy num- 
ber: but the gaining of one hundred thousand cer- 
tificates was not the main problem. 

The Arabs asked, “ Why not settle the Jews in 
some other nice land? ““Miss Maud Royden Shaw 
had discovered that there were open spaces in the 
world, and advocated sending the Jews there. But 
these open spaces were generally an illusion... and 
often a lie And even so, the Jews do not want 
these open spaces. Ail they wanted was one little 
space, we was a Jewish space 

If the Labouf Government carried out a policy 
which was contrary to its own commitments, this 
country was going to agquire a reputation of not 
carrying out its political promises, and it was going 
to be a very serious matter for. the country.

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BIRMINGHAM HEBREW SCHOOL 
THREATENED 


Parents’ Co-operation Essential 


Speaking at a reception held for members of the 
Birmingham Hebrew Congregation on Sunday at 
ihe Communal Hall, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen referred 
‘o the Birmingham Hebrew School and its future, 
and said they were facing a serious crisis, which 
might result in the closing down of the School by 
the authorities. They had asked for a Nursery 
School and a reconstructed Primary School, but the 
numbers which had been supplied, based on a care- 
ful statistical inquiry, were by no means sufficient. 

Now they had been requested to supply the 
authorities with the names and addresses of those 
children who would be likely to attend the new 
Nursery and Primary School, when the canteen was 
installed A circular would shortly be sent to the 
community, stating the whole position, and urging 
all parents who had children between the ages of 
chree and twelve to enrol them. If the required 
numbers were not forthcoming, it was possible 
that their hundred-year-old school would not be 
permitted to continue, which would be disastrous 
co the Jewish life of the future community. 

They were anxious to do all they could to make 
the school modern and up-to--date in all respects. 
said Dr. Cohen, but the co-operation of parents 
was essential. 

The numbers in the reorganised Religion Classes 
in the Edgbaston and Harborne districts had 
exceeded their expectations, went on Dr. Cohen. 

- Classes had also been formed in the Moscley and 
Selly Oak districts, and a class would ‘shortly 
be established centrally for the children in the 
scattered outlying. regions.

Climax of a Policy 


The motions were seconded by Mr. Aaron

Well the Hon Officers 
felt that at a private meecting—the meeting of their 
Executive Committee to which all the Officers of all 
the Synagogues were invited—the tissoe of mis- 
representations. which Mr Wright gave should be 
corrected. He had corrected them and had given 
the facts and their true story, with chapter and verse 
attached to them. and he thought everyone was 
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saushed. He did not to do that again. He 
thought it would be for the Chief Rabbinate 
to the mamicnance of whose authority he had 
firmiy adhered throughout his public career He 
thought would be bad to: community. and 
he did not propose to follow one word of it. He 
could only tell them thai every one of those storics 
was a gross muisreprescntation. 

When a member calied out, “We want an 
answer, Sit Robert repleed that the answer had 
been given privately nother member thereupon 
called out, “not good enough,” but Sir Robert 
said he would not bring “ these beastly personal 
questions mto a public debate.” 

A member retorted: “* Your 
admsssion of it.” 

Sir Robert demed that an address he had given 
at the New West End Synagogue, at a memorial 
metting. without the prior sancuon of the Chief 
Rabbi (unde: Clause 6 of the Deed of Foundation 
and Trust of th Uniteo Synagogue) was a sermon 
in any sense whateve: I: was, be argued, an address 
on a man who had deserved every word of what 
he had said. 

The United Synagogue's purpose, continued Sir 
Robert, throughout its history, had been to serve 
the needs of the otdinary Jew—ithe man who 
desired to worship, God according to his own 
“go faith with his family and to bring them up 
to love and respect their fine spiritual tradition. 
Was that wha. the movers of this motion cared 
about? Was there one word of that purpose in 
any of their speeches? (Voices. and No.”’) 
He should have liked to have heard it. What they 
had heard was a bitter, angry political attack in 
an atmosphere with which in secular affairs there 
had been an effo:t to divide the community, but 
which fortunately the United Synagogue had done 
its utmost to save them from in recent years 

He knew. he said, that those who cared for 
Judaism would vote down this bitter controversy, 
and would let them go back to thei work and go 
forward with it As they knew. these two angry 
motions were in defiance of the work of the ten 
men (the Hon. Officers) who sat round that table 
and who were trying to protect religious life from 
these bitter politics and controversies 

The Hon. Officers throughout the whole of their 
lives had stood for traditional Judaism, and that 
had been the foundation of their work. That, said 
Sir Robert, was something quite different from the 
new theory of “ papal infallibility.” He did not 
accept this totalitarianism as representing 
traditional Judaism

Following some discussion, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen 
moved the adjournment, as, he said. “ a’ peace- 
maker.” Mr. 1. Edgar seconded. 

Mr. Montagu said sf there was voting there must 
be a spin, because people felt deeply on both these 
questions.

-DAY we hear so much talk about the ethics 

of Judaism (conveniently forgetting that the 
dominant religions have taken these very ethical 
teachings and made them part of their own faith) 
that, if a whisper ts heard suggesting that in addition 
to the ethics.and moral truths of the Torah, Judaism 
has practical observances which form the distinctive 
character of our religious life, such a whisper is re 
— as coming from an antiquated fanatic sill 
iving in a bygome age. Were we to be guided 
by the tone of contemporary articles and speeches 
dealing with Judaism and Jewish education, we 
might easily come to the conclusion that Judaism 
is merely Christianity minus Jesus. 

Let the present writer siate, with al! the power 
and force at his command, that he values and loves 
the Jewish ethical teachings. beyond words He is 
ag that the dominant religions of the world 
ave been reared on the nourishment which Judaism 
gave in its ethical, moral, and spiritual doctrine. 
He is proud of the spiritual quajitics imbherent- in 
the faith of Israel, but, in addition to the faith which 
moves mountains, Judaism demands a respect for 
the law which makes mountains immovable. 
Judaism is not ¢ vaporous theory; it has character, 
form, and direction and a Jewish life which. has 
not a framework of practical Mitzvot is a contra. 
diction in itself. and must lead inevitably w 
disintegration. 


ON of the basic teachings of our tradition is that 
practice is the all-important thing, not theory. 
It is not by profession of faith that Judaism s 
preserved or that Israel survives, but by deeds of 
devotion. The Torah offers love, but demands duty. 
The “ duties of the limbs ” (practice) without the 
* duties of the hearts “ (fecling) produce a feligious 
life which is a rigid and unexalting habit—habit 
without feeling indicates an. inner decay. The 
“duties of the hearts” (feeling) without — the 
“ duties of the limbs ™ (practice) result‘in a vague 
emotionalism without aim or purpose Whatever 
its value might be, such a way of life ts not Judaism. 
A faith which does not produce the impulse to act 
is merely an emotion; moreover, it is a harmful 
emotion because it creates a feeling of self- 
satisfaction—a delusion—which hinders richt action. 
It cannot be stated too often that Judaism ts not 
a religion which calls only for faith: it ts a religous 
civilisation, a way of life which calls for both faith 
and action. . 

Judaism is jndeed a ladder linking Heaven -and 
Earth, but the base of the ‘ladder is firmly set in 
the soil of practical life, This harmonious blending 
of theory and action. emotion and practice, is the 
main characteristic of our way of life, but alas 
this truth is all too frequently. forgotten by those 
who claim to speak in the name of Judaism

AN AUTHOR ON HIS REVIEW 


I am too old a hand at book reviewine not to know 
that one can find flaws even in the most perfect of books, but 
it is generally accepted that a review should at lcast give 
some adequate idea of the contents of the work criticised 
1 do no claim perfection for my book, “ The Zionist 
Movement.* which ranges over the ‘ong succession of 
epochs and cvents from the downfall of ancient Judea to 
the present -<ay. But your reviewer, instcad of at least 
giving a summary idea of what it contains, has devoted 
fully two-thirds of a relatively brief notice to trying to 
show what it does not contain. His criticism that “* one 
misses the living portraits of the personalitics of the Move- 
ment. and a delineation of the important trends and ideas.

WORLD YOUTH CONFERENCE 


To the World Conferénce of Youth in London. 
which finished last Saturday, there came 25 delegates 
representing Jewish organtsations from England. 
America, Australia. oland. France. Palestinc. 
Mexico. Canada. and Switzerland 

The questions which the Jewish delegates were 
primarily interested m were anti-Semitism and 
immigration into Palestine. Anti-Semitism was dis- 
cussed by a number of Commissions, and im the 
final draft resolution was specifically mentioned in 
the following terms: That the task of creating a 
basis of confidence among nations in part depends 
upon the exposure and elimination of all forms of 
Fascist ideology. such as anti-Semitism froce-hatred. 
and the spirit of militarism. 

In addition, a resolution was passed in Com- 
mission specifically condemning | anti-Semitic 


activities, and providing for the ecxorcising of al 


forms of anti-Semitism, both in theory and in 
Practice, and calling upon the covernments of the 
world to introduce legisiation against anti- 
Semitism. 

A World Federation of Democratic Youth was 
set up. Its constitution bans discrimination because 
of religion, colour, or race. 

In the plenary session, Mr. Gershon Hirsch. of 
the Palestine delegation. spoke on Palestine. The 
question of Palestine was also raised in Commission 

In the Relief Commission specific mention was 
made of the problem of Jewish displaced persons 
and a resolution was passed asking that the auestion 
of immigration into Palestine should be immediately 
and favourably considered by the United Nations 

Saturday evening the delegates were invited 
to a reception at Palestine House 18. Manchester 
Square, W.! Miss Nancy MacKinnon, Secretary 
to the Palestine House Codnci! (Sw Wyndham 
Deedes is the Chairman) conducted the delegates 
round the House, and sagd that the primary purpos

CAREERS ADVICE 


Questions are often asked about the salary scales 
in the Civil Service, and they are likely to be in- 
creased with the resumption, now that the war is 
over, of the competitive examinations for entry. A 
rough general guide can be given, with figures for 
London appointments (for positions in offices out- 
side London the salary scales are Slightly lower). 
There are also, at present, war bonus additions 
ranging in the lower grades from about 9s. a week 
to £60 a year in the higher grades for men and £48 
for women, The highest class in the Civil Service is 
the Administrative, where salaries begin at £275 a 

ear, rising by annual increases to £625 (women 
275-£510) for an Assistant Principal: Principals 
£800 to £1,100 (women £700-£940); Assistant 

retaries £1,200 to £1,700. Beyond these are the 
few Permanent Heads or Deputy Heads, £2,000 to 
£2,500 or £3,500, with one, the highest of all, 
£3,750. Executive Class officers come next. General

HOSEA

IR this Sabbath and. next, the Haftarot (read- 
ings from the prophets) are both selected from 
the writings of that great prophet Hosea. He 
lived in Samaria when Jeroboam Il reigned and was 
a member of one of the rich families, but he fell 
in love and married a girl, Gomev, who came from 
one of the poorer families. Unfortunately, the 


wife did not appreciate her beautiful new home and - 


position, and after they had been married for about 
six years she leit Hosea, who had to bring up his 
three little children as best he could. Such heartless 
behaviour by his wife made Hosea think very 
deeply about love, and im his distress he turned 
more than eyer to prayer. 

As he prayed and studied, he learned many things, 
among them that the love of God for His people 
was a wonderful thing. He saw that the nations 
round about Israel all worshipped idols and made 
sacrifices to them. but how different it was with 
Isracl. Even when. they had been slaves in 
Egypt, God had with tenderness led them out of 
bondage and setiled them in Palestine. There they 
had built homes and worshipped Him in ace. 
Hosea began to explain to the people that for all 
the love God had poured out unstintingly on Israel, 
oe only return that He expected was love and wor- 
ship. 

When Hosea first began to preach to the people, 
Jeroboam If was still on the throne, but later his 
son, Zechariah, a weakling, succeeded him. The new 
king was unable to compel Syria to pay the annual 
tribute u had been doing, and in his short six 
months’ reign all that his father had won was again

lost. Another king was chosen who reigned only 
a few weeks, to be succeeded by his assassinator, 
Menahem. Now Menahem had — his reign with 
terror, and in terror it progressed. He certainly 
destroyed any remaining signs of prosperity in 
the Northern Kingdom, and Hosea warned the 
people of a coming day when the nation would be 
carried away into captivity. | 

Hosea pleaded with the people, not angrily, but 
with loving tenderness, and he spoke of God as 
saying, “* How can I give thee up, O Ephraim? How 
shall I surrender thee, O. Israel? My compassions 
are kindled together.” 

But the book does not close in sadness. The 
shadows that gathered about Hosea were lightened 
by a certain sureness of love. He pleaded with 
Israel once more and he promised God's forgiveness 
in some blessed day of repentance and trust: 

1 will heal their backshding, 

I will love them freely, 

For mine anger is turned away from them. . 

How tender and loving Hosea showed himself! 
Out .of the depths of his own domestic sorrows 


he was able to pull himself together to help others, | 


And the return of Gomev to her own home after 
terrible experiences gave new happiness to Hosea, 
and he drew comfort from the thought that if man 
could forgive, how much more understanding an 
loving could God be.

TRUE CHARITY 


Following on my recent story of the London 
policemen who gave their cigarettes for European 
Jewry, | learn from a correspondent of another 
touching instance of practical Christian sympathy 
for Hitler’s Jewish victims. . My. correspondent 
tells me that he received an urgent. appeal from 
the sole survivor of his family in 
Europe, who was destitute and stranded on the 
Continent, He was especially in need of clothing, 
but suffered the added inconvenience of being a 
six-footer, and broad in proportion, whereas all 
his relations in England were small. My corre- 
spondent bethought himself of the wardrobe of 
a former neighbour, a British. Army coloncl, also 
a six-footer, who died some time ago and who 
had left all his personal effects to a friend. The 
friend was approached, and somewhat diffidently 
the circumstances were explained Without hesita- 
tion the friend produced a considerable quantity 
of clothing, all in excellent condition. Asked 
about the cost, the colonel’s friend, who is not 
himself exactly well-to-do, promptly replied: “Why, 
nothing, of course, These poor people have 
suffered enough, and I should feel much happier 
knowing that these clothes will be useful to some- 
body who really needs them than if 1 sold them 
for a few pounds.” 

“CRAIGHEAD JEWESS” 

Some interest was recently aroused among those 
members of Scottish Jewry who saw in their local 
press that an animal named “ Craighead Jewess” 
had attained second place on the hist in the tests 
carried out by the Scottish Milk Records Associa- 
tion for the highest-yielding cows in 1944, and 
there has been some speculation on how the cow 
got its name, “Craighead Jewess” ts owned by 
Messrs. T. Drummond and Son, of Craighead Farm, 
Mauchline, Ayrshire, and, from the farm’s ttle, it 
is obvious whence the first part of the cow’s name 
derives. But the second part is not at all obvious, 
so Mr. Drummond has kindly explarned to me the 
simple solution—which has really nothing to do 
with Jews at all. . Messrs. Drummond's stock of 
attested pedigree Ayrshires was first established in 
1861 by Mr. Drummond's father, and each year’s 
lot of calves is named and registered in the Ayr- 
shire Catth Herd Book. About twenty years ago, 
Mr. Drummond, to make pedigrees casier to follow, 
adopted an alphabetical system, each year's calves 
all being named with names beginning with the 
same letter. (the system’ has since been adopted by 
others). Thus, in the year that this particular calf 
was born the list had reached the letter “ j,' So 
that calves .were. named “ Jewel,” “Judith, 
“ Joan.” Jewess,” etc. Craighead Jewess was 
second highest in. 1943 as well as 1944.

“A TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE” 
Defence Lawyer on Arms Trial 


In a strongly worded memorandum addres 
the Attorney-General of Palestine (Mr. 
son) counsel for the defence of the twenty young 
boys and girls sentenced recently to varying terms 
of imprisonment for the unlawful possession of fire- 
arms, ammunition, and explosives, described the 
trial before the British Military Court at Haifa as 

a travesty of justice ” (writes a correspondent from 
Jerusalem). 

The lawyer, Mr. Max Seligman, of Tel-Aviv (for- 
merly of Cardiff), pomted out that in a previous 
memorandum he had sent the Attorney-General on 
September 11, a° week before the’ hearing began, 
he had stressed the fact that “ the parents of. the 
twenty accused were all gravely concerned by the 
prospect that the accused would be tried ‘4 a 
Military Court. They apprehended that justice 
would be denied their children and that the accused 
would be convicted even in the absence of any evi- 
dence against them.” The trial began on September 
18 and ended on October 11, when all the defend- 
ants were convicted on.all the charges. On October 
16, they were sentenced to terms ranging from three 
years, in the case of three of them: to seven years 
im respect of twelve of them. 

Mt. Seligman added: “I and those of my col- 
leagues who assisted me in this trial have had many 
years of experience and observation. of criminal 
trials im courts and in courts martial in various 
parts of the world, including the United Kingdom, 
Eire, the United States, Germany, and Egypt. None 
of us, however, has ever witnessed a trial m. which 
the accused were convicted of very serious charges 
and sentenced to lang terms of imprisonment with- 
out any evidence whatsoever being adduced against 
them. Yet that is exactly what occurred in the 
present case. 

No Identification Made 


The lawyer then proceeded to analyse the evidence, 
pointing out that 26 witnesses were heard for the 
prosecution, all of them police officers, but not one 
was able to identify any of the accused as ever 
having had possession or custody or control of any 
of the firearms and explosives about which they 
were charged. Moreover, under cross-examination 
at the hearing, the prosecution witnesses admitted 
that before the case Came on in court, none of the 
accused had ever been shown any of the articles 
discovered; no attempt was made to compare the 
handwriting of the accused with that.in books and 
pamphiets found; no attempt was made to discover 
Or compare finger-prints on any of the articles; no 
attempt. was made to inquire into the movements 
of any of the accused to establish when they left 
their homes and how long they could have been 
at Shuneh (where they were arrested) 

Other points made were that none of the accused 
attempted to run away or to dissuade the police 
from making any searches; the land was open and 
unfenced, and freely accessible to anybody ; and the 
facts adduced clearly failed to show any. case at 
all against them and they should not have been 
called upon to make any defence at all but 
acquitted. But despite all the authorities in Enghsh 
and Palestine law quoted by the defence, and against 
which the prosecution were unable to quote any 
rebutting or conflicting authorities, the court ruled 
otherwise. For the defence it was then clearly 
established that the accused arrived only a few hours 
earlier at the place where they were arrested. 


Conviction on Suspicion 


The prosecuting officer obviously appreciated that 
no case of possession as alleged had been made out, 
and suggested to the court that the accused were at 
the place to undergo a course of instruction in the 
use of firearms. The suggestion was not proved and 
it did not constitute an offence against any law. The 
court agreed that the suggestion by the prosecution 
was a possible theory and continued, “ But it is not 
probability. which determines verdicts but proved 
facts and, if the facts cannot be_ proved, there 1s 
no alternative but to return a verdict accordingly.” 

Several irregularities were also commutted by the 


Military Court to the detriment of the accused, Mr. 


Seligman wert on It wrongfully refused to sub- 
poena three witnesses requested by the accused and 
to allow a number of the accused to make state- 
ments from the dock. As the alternative defence 
was one of a political nature, the accused were 
entitled to submit their political views in support. 
Moreover, the prosecutor himself stressed the 
political aspect of the defence when asking for a 
conviction and actually suggested that the political 
views of the accused supplied the link which was 
so glaringly missing in the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion. The ‘court also wrongfully required the 
accused to state the nature of their defence at the 
opening thereof. In a criminal trial the accused. are 
entitled to put forward any and every defence they 


think fit and the court rules on its value when 


considering the case at the close. 

After pointing out that the court was to some 
extent influenced by the political speeches made by 
some of the accused, and that they were therefore 
sentenced for their. political opinions, Mr. Seligman 
urged ‘that the High Commissioner should review 
the whole case and grant free pardons.

The en which the new High Com- 
missioner has been appointed to succeed Lord Gort, 
in contradistinction to the practice of past years, 
when quite long periods clapsed before Whitchall 
announced such appointments, is taken in some 
quarters here to suggest that General Cunningham's 
tenure of office will be of only brief duration and 
that it is a stop-gap move designed by the British 
Government solely with relation to the present 
sccurity situation.

‘auchope; and even perhaps of Lord Gort to 
some extent, the Colonial Office has this time 
selected an out-and-out soldicr without an exten- 
sive political background. to “take command,” 
just as one Army Group chief succeeds another 

Indeed, the presence of so many British. Army 
units in Palestine—some say three divisions—lends 
credence to the belief that General Cunningham's 
administration will tend towards interim military 
functions rather than the carrying ow of a lone 
term political settlement 

The British Cabimet probably. decided that 
was best, while secking a suitable incumbent for 
unenviable 
tasks, to appomt a milittafy man immediately as 
a precaution agains! a possible deterioration im the 
local situation. 

As for General Cunningham himself, it is. re- 
called. that he -had Jewish Commando troops 
serving under him when he attacked and captured 
the redoubtable Itahan fortress of Keren, whith 
was the gateway to the conquest of Eritrea in 1941.

PASSENGERS REFUSE TO LAND 
WITHOUT “ILLEGALS” 


Disembarkation of the passengers of the 
s.s. Transyivama at Haifa recently was mterrupted 
because the 1,000 immigrants on board. refused to 
leave the ship unless a group of 40 “ illegal 
immigrants "on Hoard were allowed to land 

When it was learned ashore that the immigration 
authorities refused permission to land to a number 
of the Transylvania’s passengers, a crowd of several 
thousand people waiting outside the port area 
rushed on to the pier, and a police unit and the fire 
brigade had to be called out to clear the area, which 
was done without incident. The 40 “ illegal” 
immigrants were transferred to the Athlit clearance 
camp under police escort and disembarkation con- 
tuunued normally.

The Most 
Unpopular Task 


RECENT inquiry into household work has 
attempted to identify the most unpopular as 
well as the most arduous of the many tasks 
of the housewife. The great diflerence between 
household work and any other kind lies precisely in 
this difficulty of tabulating and assessing its tasks. 

Housework, of course, can be learnt, and the well- 
trained maid, as every woman knows, is infinitely 
more capable and satisfactory than the woman or 
git! who just “does for you. But even in train- 
ing, specific branches of housework must be under- 
taken, and this does not finally produce the all-round 
housewife. For the housewife, if she is efficient and 
makes a success of her job, is a most versatile per- 
son. She must have a good knowledge of cooking 
and at the same time know how to wash and clean, 
and in between there lics the whole gambit of house- 
hold duties that cannot be pigeon-holed or even 
organised. 

A significant finding of the recent inquiry ts that 
aids to housework rather than the definite elimina- 
tion of a specific task are the line along which 
reform can most usefully be undertaken. 
has been grasped by housewives for many years. 
They have found, for example, that if they have 
constant running hot water they automatically 
eliminate two wearisome and repetitionary tasks— 
the clearing out of a dusty boiler stove before the 

water heats up or the boiling of kettles for every 

washing job. 

Labour-saving devices go’a long way towards 
making the tasks of the housewife more pleasant 
and more effective, but they do not, as some men 
fondly imagine. altogether eliminate the continuity 
of the daily tasks, cach in itself not great or tiring. 
but, when added up into a day which begins before 
seven and ends at nearly midnight, representing a 
great Strain on the person concerned. 


tnending Series of Jobs 


It is true that labour-saving devices can eliminate 
the constant bugbear of washing up. Constant hot 
water, convenient sinks, and plenty of room, for 
draining boards, combined with cupboards at con- 
venient heights, all go to make washing up casy. 
But they don't do it And after washing up. there 
are still many little jobs that a housewile must do 
before she can permit herself the luxury of sitting 
down. 

Certainly where there are growing boys and girls 
in the family, some organised system of help should 
be available. But any attempt by a mother to 
thrust too drastically her own tasks on to the 
shoulders of her growing-up family will produce 
undesirable results. ht is often found by youth 
organisation workers and social experis that a sub- 
stantial proportion of the young people who leave 
their homes every night for the dance hall and less 
desirable . places’ of entertamment do so actually 
to avoid being roped into houschold duties, which 
everyone finds so irksome 

The inquiry also discovered that the: family wash, 
although occupying less time in the average house- 
hold than other tasks, was distinctly unpopular 
and regarded as very. arduous by most women. In 
itself 1 is by no means an unpleasant job. But 
it is a'constantly recurring job, and moreover one 
which, however many gadgets are’ introduced to make 
it less arduous, requires personal effort throughout 
its operation. It makes a lot of mess and necessi- 
tates a long and wearisome process of clearing up, 
and even then is not yet accomplished. After the 
various stages of washing are over, the clean clothes 
rinsed, mangled, and hugg out to gry—f the weather 
behaves !—the housewite must then look forward to 
a session of ironing, folding, and finally of mend- 
ing. At our present stage of development, washing 
should be regarded as a process distinct from the 
ordinary running of the home, and either sent to a 
laundry or be undertaken by a specific person who 
has no further obligation in the household 

But it certainly remains for some domestic genius 
to devise some great measure which will deal with
